Hatrisbnrg, January 30, 190C. 


Practically the whole morning of to- 


day's session in the House was devoted 
to oratorical wrangling over the repre- 
sentative apportionment bill which was 
on the second reading calendar, and 
therefore permissable of amendment. 
An attempt was made to make a corpse 
of tho bill by a motion to 
"postpone 


Indefinitely 
further 
consideration," 


Thorn were some strong advocates of 
the motion by members from counties 
that will be reduced in representation, 
but when the vote was taken the eftort 
to postpone was defeated by two to one. 


This is the first day that two sessions 


have been held. 
Tlie wrangling this 


morning consumed so much time that a 
recess was taken at one o'clock 
until 


four, at which latter time the reappor- 
tionment measure was 
considered at 


length. 


Lfint night's session again brought forth 


a voJ'xe of resolutions. The Democrats, 
under the lead of Amniaman of Montour 
county, sought to inject politics into the 
resolutions offered calling for a deep 
probei of the Insurance department, by 
having an investigation committee ap- 
pointed that would be in session all sum- 
mer and report at next winter's term of 
the Legislature. 
The amendment re- 


ceived only seventeen votes. 


It can be put down that the Insurance 


Commissioners' department is going to 
receive a thorough investigation. Tbe 
actuary of the department will be sum- 
monod before the committee and full par- 
ticulars learned concerning the exorbi- 
tant fees collected and what disposition 
has been made of them. 


The Senatorial ^apportionment bill is 


still the subject of a great deal of con- 
tention in Senate and House Commit- 
tees. The House bill Is acknowledged to 
be the fairest and most equitable meas- 
ure that can be drawn, regardless of the 
practical make-up of the districts. In 
the Senate of course, each Senator is 
seeking to preserve his own district. 
Backs county is now paying the penalty 
of having, in a moment of mental aberra- 
tion, elected a Democratic Senator. The 
Republican majority in the Senate Is not 
going to injure any Republican district 
if it can help it. It is necessary to gain 
an ettra Senator in the eastern part of 
the State and as Leiiigh and Bucks are 
both represented by Democrats the natur- 
al disposition is to throw both districts 
into one and take the Senator there 
gained and put It in a Republican district. 


Later on I will givo the true and inside 


history of the. magnificent fight that is 
being put up that Bucks county may re- 
main a separate Senatorial district as it 
is at present. 


In all probability the House will be in 


session nntil Saturday this week. It was 
plainly indicated last night that the 
members are not in a temper to stand 
mucti further delay in getting down to 
the > eal business of the session and a re- 
solution fixing February 10 as day of ad- 
journment was only prevented by the as- 
sura ace that the eommittee on rnles ia 
carefully going over the proposed legisla- 
tion and figuring as to the length of time 
it will take to expedite the measures to a 
final conclusion.

What it all bus to do with the ten com- 
mandments and sermon on the mount no 
one con fathom. 
These suffice for the 


guidance of all humanity and all that is 
added is of nuaound men's invention. 
It 


is well to remember that 
Once warped and twisted, human thought 
Can seldom back to health be brought 
And Nature's simple laws be taught, 


With plain truths banished; 


And all our labor goes for naught 


With Bound sense vanished. 


I do not know that any one has touched 


upon the ethics of a rainy day, but there- 
in is subject-matter enough for a fair 
sized volume. For instance, there should 
have been face-insurance since the intro- 
duction of umbrellas for we all know 
how pre-occupied is the man who en- 
deavors to steady an umbrella against 
wind and rain.

Editor Gazette:—In your issue of the 


18th inst,, I see where there is a move- 
ment on foot to have a T. M. C. A. Ball 
in yonr town. I, as a Bristol boy, wish 
to state that a mora honorable 
move 


could not be made in the advancement 
of Bristol, both for the old and young 
men of today. 


From my experience since April, 1899, 


when I left Bristol, I find that the ¥. 
M. 0. A. has surely got foothold in all 
the towns in 
tl.n United States, of 


which I have traveled many, 
also 
in 


the Philippines, 
Gaum, 
Cuba, Porto 


Rico and many other places far 
from 


home and friends. 
I remember once in 


the fall of 1899 while in the Philip- 
pines 
stationed 
at Jaro, Island of 


Punay, there was an order issued for ad- 
vancement on the enemy, and this \<e all 
knew meant no mail, no writing paper, 
no books to read while on tbe march. 
While we were in camp in Jaro the Y. M. 
C. A. had baeu put to work in Iliolio for 
tbe benefit of all Americans concerned. 
A Mr. Cnmmings was in charge.

I-i i 
was born no one knows where, and lie 
died no one knows how^jle comes into 
our knowledge on the quarter deck of a 
ship bound for the pole; he goes out of

Tbe four voyages of Hudson of which 


we have record were not directed to 
absolutely unknown waters, but the 
observations made by bis precursors 
were so untrustworthy that they were 
of little service except to mislead him. j 
ThP object of his first voyage in the 
service of the Muscovy company was 
f 


"to discover the pole and to sail across 
it to the Islands of Spieery or Cathay," 
and on April 19, 1007, he, with John 
Hudson, his son, sixteen years old, and 
the ten men who made up the crew of 
the Hopeful, took the sacrament to- 
gether at St. Ethelburga's, In Bishops- 
gate, "purposing to go to sea four 
days after." 
In the following year 


Hudson sailed again, still in the serv- 
ice of the company. They reached the 
Lofodeu Isles in a month and rounded 
the North cape on June 1. A fortnight 
later they encountered one of those 
wonders of the deep which the seamen 
of that time were so often privileged 
to witness and describe on June 15.
